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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant points out that the examiner states that 
the third party payment processor is external to the payment processor. The examiner recognizes that this statement was intented to be "a 
third party shopping cart is external from the payment processor", which would logically flow from the preceeding comments. Applicant 
argues that the shopping cart application is not specifically stated in the cited paragraphs. The examiner disagrees and notes that a 
shopping cart is defined by Microsofts computer dictionary as being "a file in which an online customer stores information on potential 
purchases until ready to order" clearly a shopping cart is present in para 0016-0023, since the information is collected at the site and when 
an indication is made to proceed to check out the shopping cart items are transferred to the payment processor.
